The DVD entitled Clerks is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. 

The DVD is part of a two DVD set entitled "Kevin Smith 2 DVD Set - Clerks & Chasing 
Amy". The DVD "Clerks" contains a feature previously classified in 35mm film format 
by the Office of Film and Literature Classification. The film was classified as 
Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years. That decision was registered on 6 July 1995. 

The DVD contains a feature and a number of additional components. The feature is a 
comedy revolving around a day in the life of a convenience store clerk named Dante 
and the interactions he has with various characters around him. 

Additional material on the DVD includes a director's commentary, deleted scenes and 
outtakes, and a music video. This additional material adds context and background to 
the feature and the work of the director, but is not found to require alteration to the 
original classification given to the 35mm film.
